And he releaſed unto them 
im that for ſedition and 
murder was caſt into priſon, 
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a great company. of people, 
and of women, who alſo be- 


wailed and lamented him. 


But Jeſus turning unto them, 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not for me, but weep 
for your ſelves, and for your 
children. For behold, the 
days are coming, in which 
they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the 
barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps 
which never gave ſuck. Then 
ſnall they begin to ſay to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and 
to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do theſe things in a 
green tree, what ſhall be done 
in the dry? And there were 
alſo two other malefactors 
led with him to be put to 
death, And when they were 


come to the place which is 


called Calvary, there they 
crucified him; and the ma- 
lefactors, one on the right 


hand, and the other on the 
left. Then ſaid Jeſus, Fa- 


ther, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do. And 
his raiment, and 
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ſtood beholding ; and the ru- 
lers alſo with them derided 
him, ſaying, He ſaved others, 
let him ſave himſelf, if he be 
Chriſt the choſen of God. 
And the ſoldiers alſo mocked 


him, coming to him, and 


offering him vinegar, and 
faying, If thou be the king of 
the Jews, ſave thy elf. 
And a ſuperſcription alſo was 
written over him in letters 
of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 
And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged, railed 
on him, ſaying, If thou be 
Chrift, fave thy ſelf and us. 
But-the other anſwering, re- 


buked him, ſaying, Doſt nor. 


thou fear God, ſeeing thou 
art in the ſame condemna- 
tion? And we indeed juſtly ; 
for we receive the due re- 
ward of our deeds, but this 
man hath done nothing a- 


miſs. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, 
Lord, remember me when 


thou comeſt into thy king- 


dom. And Jeſus ſaid unto 


him, Verily I ſay unto thee, 
To day ſhalt thou be with 
me-in paradiſe. And it was 
about the ſixth hour. And 
there was a darkneſs over 
all the earth, until the ninth

For 
it is not poſſible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats ſhould 
take away ſins : Wherefore 
when he cometh into the 
world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldſt not, but 
a body haſt thou prepared me: 


In burnt-offeringsand ſacrifices 


for ſin thou haſt had no plea- 
ſure: Then faid I, Lo, I come 
(in the volume of the book 
It is written of me) to do thy 
will, O God, Above, when he 


ſaid, Sacrifice and offering, and 


burnt - offerings, and offering 


for ſin thou wouldſt not, net 
pleaſure therein, 


ther hadſt 
which are offered by the law: 


Then ſaid he, Lo, Icome to do 


thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the firſt, that he may 
eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the 
which will we are ſanctified, 
through the offering of the 
body of Jeſus Chriſt once for 
all. And every prieſt ſtandeth 
daily miniſtring and offering 
oftentimes the ſame facrifices; 
which can never take away fins. 
But this man, after he had offer- 


ed one ſacrifice for ſins, for 


ever ſat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth 
expecting till his enemies be

made his footſtool. For by one 
offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are ſanctified: 
Whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo 
is a witneſs to us: For af- 
ter that he had ſaid before, 
This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after 
thoſe days, faith the Lord, 
I will put, my laws into 
their hearts, and in their 
minds will I write them ; 
and their fins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 
Now where remiſſion of theſe 
is, there is no more offering 
for ſm. Having therefore, 


| brethren, boldneſs to enter 


into the holieſt by the blood 
of Jeſus, by a new and liv- 
ing way, which he hath con- 
ſecrated for us, through the 
vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh: 
and having an high prieſt o- 
ver the houſe of God ; let 
_us draw near with a true 
heart, in full aſſurance of 
faith, having our hearts 

1 from an evil con- 
ed with pure water. Let us

And the ſoldiers platted 2

Hail, king of the Jews: And 
they ſmote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and faith unto 
them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that' ye may 
know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jeſus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe. And 
Pilate ſaith unto them, Be- 
hold the man. When the 
chief prieſts therefore. and 
officers ſaw him, they cried 
out, ſaying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. Pilate ſaith unto 
them, Take ye him, and cru- 
cify him : for I find no fault 
in him. The Jews anſwered 
him, We have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die, 
becauſe he made hirſelf the 
Son of God, When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſaying, 
he was the more afraid; aid 
went again into the judg- 
ment-hall, and faith unto 


Jeſus, Whence art thou ? But 
Jeſus 


ye ſee the day 
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Jeſus gave him no anſwer. 
Then faith Pilate unto him, 
Speakeſt thou not unto me? 
knoweſt thou not, that I have 

wer to crucify thee, and 
fave power to releaſe thee ? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldſt 
have no power at all againſt 
me, except 1t were given thee 
from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath 
the greater ſin. And from 
thenceforthPilate ſought to re- 
leaſe him: but the Jews cried 
out, ſaying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Ceſars 
friend: Whoſoever maketh 
himſelf a king, ſpeaketh a- 
gainſt Ceſar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſaying, he 
brought Jeſus forth, and fat 
down in the judgment-ſeat, in 
a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
batha. And it was the prepa- 
ration of the paſſover, and a- 
bout the ſixth hour: and he 
faith unto the Jews, Behold 
your king. But they cried out, 
Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate faith 
unto them, Shall I crucify 
your king ? The chief prieſts 
anſwered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he 
him therefore unto them to be 
crucified: and they took Jeſus 
and led him away, And he 
bearing his crolg, went forth 
into a place called the place 
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of a ſkull, which is called in 
the Hebrew, Golgotha: Where 
they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the croſs. And the 
writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JE WS. 
This title then read many of 
the Jews : for the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh 
to the city : and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. Then ſaid the chief 
_ of the Jews to Pilate, 

rite not, The king of the 
Jews; but that he ſaid, Iam 
the king of the Jews. Pilate 
anſwered, What I have writ- 
ten, I have written. Then the 
ſoldiers, when they had cru- 
cified Jeſus, took his garments 
(and made four parts, to every 


ſoldier a part) and alſo his ; 


coat : now the coat was with- 
out ſeam, woven from the top 
throughout. They ſaid there- 
fore among, themſelves, Let 
us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it, whoſe it ſhall be: that 
the Scripture might be fulfil- 
led, which faith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and 
for my veſture they did caſt 
lots. Theſe things therefore 
the ſoldiers did. Now there 
ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, 


his mother and his mothers 
ſiſter, 
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ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleo- 
has, and Mary Magdalene. 
ſhen Jeſus therefore ſaw 
his mother and the diſciple 


ſtanding by, whom he loved, 


he ſaith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy ſon. Then 
faith he to the diſciple, Be- 
hold thy mother. And from 
that hour that diſciple took 
her unto his own home. Af- 
ter this, Jeſus knowing that 
all things were now accom- 
pliſhed, that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, faith, I 
thirſt. Now there was ſet a 
veſſel full of vinegar : and 
they filled a ſpunge with vi- 
negar, and put it upon hyſ- 
op, and put it to his mouth. 

hen Jeſus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he ſaid, It 
is finiſhed : and he bowed his 
head, and gave up the ghoſt. 


The Jews therefore, becauſe it 
Was the preparation, that the 


bodiesſhouldnot remain upon 
the croſs on the ſabbath-day 
(for that ſabbath-day was an 
high day) beſought Pilate that 
their legs might be broken, 
and that they might be taken 
away. Then came the ſoldi- 
ers, and brake the legs of the 
firſt, and of the other which 


was crucified with him. But 


when they came to Jeſus, and 
ſaw that be was dead already, 
they-brake not his legs. But 
one of the ſoldiers with a ſpear

pierced his ſide, and forthwith 
came there out blood and wa- 
ter. And he that ſaw it bare 
record, and his record is true: 
and he knoweth that he faith 
true, that ye might believe, 
For theſe things were dane, 
that the Scripture ſhould be 
fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall 
not be broken, And again, 
another Scripture ſaith, They 
ſhall look on him whom they 
pierced,

be thereby offended ; the Curate having knowledge thereof, ſhall call 
him and advertiſe him, that in any wiſe he preſume not to come to 
the Lords Table,until be hath openly declared himſelf to have truly re- 
pented and amended hu former naughty life, that the Congregation 
may thereby be ſatisfied, which before were offended ; and that he hath

he recompenſed the Parties to whom he hath done wrong, or at leaſt declare 
b, bimſelf to be in full purpoſe ſo to do, as ſoon as he conveniently may. 
nd I The ſame order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt whom he per- 
ed geiveth malice and hatred to reign ; not ſuffering them to be par- 


takers 
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: takers of the Lords Table, until he know them to be reconciled; And 
af one of the Parties ſo at variance, be content to forgive from the 
bottom of by heart all that the other hath treſpaſſed againſt him, and 
to make amends for that he himſelf hath offended ; and the other 
Party will not be perſwaded to a godly unity, but remain ſtill in bz 
frowardneſs and malice : the Miniſter in that caſe ought to admit 
the penitent perſon to the holy Communion, and not him that is obſti- 
nate.

The way and means there-

your ſelves ro Almighty God, 
with full purpoſe of amend- 
ment of life.

God, but alſo againſt your 
neighbours, then ye ſhall re- 
concile your ſelves unto them, 
being ready to make reſtituti- 
on and ſatisfaction, according 
to the uttermoſt of your pow- 
ers, for all injuries and wrongs 
done by you to any other; and 
being likewiſe ready to for- 
give others that have offended 
you, as ye would have forgive- 
neſs of your offences at Gods 
hand: for otherwiſe the receiv- 
ing of the holy Communion 
doth nothing elſe but increaſe 
your damnation. Therefore if 
any of you be a blaſphemer of 
God, an hinderer or ſlanderer 


) of his Word, an adulterer, or 


be in malice or envy, or in 
any other grievous crime; re- 
pent you of your fins, or elſe 
come not to that holy Table, 
leſt after the taking of that 
holy Sacrament, the devil en- 
ter into you, as he entred in- 
to Judas, and fill you full of 
all iniquities, and bring you 
to deſtruction both of body 
and ſoul. 

And becauſe it is requiſite, 
that no man ſhould come to 
the holy Communion, but 
with a tull truſt in Gods mer- 
cy, and with a quiet conſci- 
ence ; therefore if there be a- 
ny of you, who by this means 
cannot quiet his own conſci-

him? Wherefore, moſt dear. 
ly beloved in Chriſt, take ye 
good heed, Jeſt ye withdraw- 
ing your ſelves from this ho- 
ly Supper, provoke Gods in- 
dignation againſt you. It is 
an eaſy matter for a man to 
ſay, I will not communicate, 
becauſe I am otherwiſe hin- 
dred with worldly bulineſs, 
But ſuch excuſes are not fo 
eaſily accepted and allowed 
before God. If any man ſay, 
I am a grievous ſinner, and 
therefore am afraid to come : 
wherefore then do ye not re- 
pent and amend ? When God 
calleth you, are ye not aſham- 
ed to ſay you will not come? 
When ye ſhould return to 
God, will ye excuſe yourſelves, 
and ſay ye are not ready? 
Conſider earneſtly with your 
ſelves, how little ſuch feign- 
ed excuſes will avail before 
God. They that refuſed the 
feaſt in the Goſpel, becauſe 
they had bought a farm, or 
would try their yokes of oxen, 
or becauſe they were married, 
were not ſo excuſed, but count- 
ed unworthy of the heavenly 
feaſt. I for my part ſhall be 
ready, and according to mine 
office, I bid you in the Name 
of God, I call you in Chriſts 
behalf, I, exhort you, as you 
love your own ſalvation, that 
ye will be partakers of this ho-

¶ At the time of the celebration 
of the Communion, the Com- 
municants being convemently 
Placed for the receiving of 
the holy Sacrament, the 
Prieſt ſhall ſay this Exhbor- 
tation :

as the benefit is great, if with * 
a true penitent heart and live- 
ly faith we receive that holy 
Sacrament (for then we ſpirt- 
tually eat the Fleſh of Chriſt, 
and drink his Blood ; then we 
dwell in Chriſt, and Chriſt in 
us; we are one with Chriſt, 
and Chriſt with us) ſo is the 
danger great, if we receive 
the ſame unworthily. For then 
we are guilty of the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt our Saviour; 
we eat and drink our own 
damnation, not conſidering 
the Lords Body ; we kindle 
Gods wrath againſt us, we 
provoke him to plague us 
with divers diſeaſes, and ſun- 
dry kinds of death. Judge 
therefore your ſelves, brethren, 
that ye be not judged of the 
Lord; repent you truly for 
your ſins paſt ; have a lively
